Decision Holds Law Does 
Not Apply Bey ond Three 
Mile Zone 


(By United Prees Leased Wire) 
WASHINGTON, April 30.—The 
United Stales su preme cou rt today 
decided that neither American nor 
foreig n sh:ps can leg ally bring 
liqu or inside the three-mile limit of 
American territorial waters, 
bu t 
that ou tside that limit, both Amer­ 
ican and foreig n ships are no long er 
su bject to American prohibition 
laifg . 
The cou rt’s decision knocked ou t 
in part the ru ling of Attorney Gen­ 
eral Dau g herty , which held that the 
g ov ernment had power to prohibit 
American ships any where on the 
seas from carry ing liqu or and that 
it also cou ld prohibit foreig n ships 
bring ing it within the three-mile 
limit. 
As to American ships, the Dau g h­ 
erty ru ling was 
rev ersed; 
as 
to 
foreig n ships it was u pheld. 
The hig h cou rt held there is noth­ 
ing in the eig hteenth amendm ent 
to prev ent American 
ships 
from 
hav ing liqu or on board when 
in 
foreig n waters, 
bu t 
decided 
the 
amendm ent applies to foreig n ships 
entering territorial waters of tho 
United States. 
Foreig n ships can­ 
not bring liqu or in as sea stores, 
the cou rt held. 
The decision was by a v ote of 7 
to 
2, 
Ju stices 
McRey nolds 
and 
Su therland dissenting . 
The m ajority opinion wras read 
by Associate Ju stice Vandev enter. 
In a dissenting opinion, Ju stice 
Su therland 
ex pressed 
the 
belief 
that barring liqu or on foreig n ships 
within ou r territory was an u nju st 
and u nreasonable interference and 
one apt to lead to international mis­ 
u nderstanding . 
The majority opinion said:

held last week in Los Angeles for 
the p urp ose of discussing the p res­ 
ent condition of the oil industry in 
Southern California. 
At that meeting the following 
resolution was p assed: 
“Whereas it ap p ears 
that the 
p roduction of oil in Los Angeles 
and Orange counties exceeds the 
p resent cap acity of p ip elines and 
storage facilities and will p robably 
continue to exceed such cap acity 
for a p eriod of four months, as de­ 
termined by a careful and com­ 
p rehensive analy sis of all such ex­ 
isting facilities, together with care­ 
fully cod toiled data as to the p res­ 
ent and p rosp ective p roduction of 
,oil, indicating the necessity of re­ 
ducing the p resent outp ut by at 
least thirty p er cent and p ossibly 
more, and 
‘Whereas substantial number of 
storage containers are being con­ 
structed too store such oil as will 
be p roduced In excess of trade de­ 
mands and which will be largely 
available during and by the end of 
the four months p eriod, and 
Condition Temp orary . 
“Whereas the p resent overp ro­ 
duction of oil is temp orary and re­ 
sults from the coincident develop ­ 
ment of three large fields in this 
section of the state and it is be­ 
lieved that oil that can cr will be 
p roduced in California will ulti­ 
mately bo needed to meet the re­ 
quirements of the great and grow­ 
ing Pacific coast, and 
“Whereas, it 
is 
essential 
to 
maintain uniformity of treatment 
of all p roducers since the p roblem 
p resented is common to all and its 
p rop er solution of the utnadkt im­ 
p ortance to the industry in Califor­ 
nia and any inequity in such treat­ 
ment may Jeop ardize the Interest 
of the industry in this section, 
Cut Thirty Per Cent. 
“Now Therefore, Be it Resolved 
that p ending the time when the 
p ip eline cap acity and storage con­ 
tainers, together with the market 
outlet will reasonably take care of 
the normal flow of oil from the 
fields of Southern California, the 
marketing comp anies be requested 
to join the p roducers in effecting a 
sy stem of p rorating all runs from 
all wells, including their own, 
which will reduce the normal p ro­ 
duction from such wells not less 
than thirty p er cent without re­ 
gard to existing contracts they be 
asked only to accep t from each p ro­ 
ducer a p rop ortion of the normal 
outp ut as determined by such p er­ 
centage, and 
Be it Further Resolved that the 
p roducers assembled at this meet­ 
ing p ledge 
themselves 
to 
this 
course of action as a recognition 
of the exigencies of the situation 
to the end that this resolution may 
immediately he made of p ractical 
effect and value, it being known 
that the new 
p roduction to 
be 
brought In within the nex t few day a 
may otherwise seriously affect the 
interests of all concerned, and 
“Be it Further Resolved that an 
executive committee of nine mem­ 
bers be ap p ointed by the chair for 
the p urp ose of carry ing this resolu­ 
tion into effect, said executive com­ 
mittee to organize with the ap p oint­ 
ment of such subcommittees as 
may be necessary and the emp loy 
ment of the necessary administra­ 
tive officers, the exp ense thereof 
to be borne /in the basis of p roduc­ 
tion of the comp anies affected.”

Brazil Is fortunate In having 
mountain ranges, the sources of 
swift-flowing rivers, dose to the 
"big costal cities of Rio de Janeiro 
and Sao Paulo, so that hy dro-elec­ 
tric p ower in abundance is eco­ 
nomically available. 
A Canadian 
comp any 
transmits 
75,000 horse 
p ower forty -five miles to Rio de 
Janeiro to sup p ly p ower for manu­ 
facturing, to op erate tramcars, and 
for lighting the city . This installa­ 
tion bas not been sufficient to sup - 
p ly Rio’s exp anding necessities, so 
today three thousand men are em­ 
p loy ed in the develop ment of 
a 
new p ower site one hundred and 
three Milles north of the metrop o- 
lis, on the Parahy ba river. 
American 
engineers 
are in 
charge of the Canadian comp any ’s 
electrical undertakings in Brazil, 
and with tho comp letion of 
the 
Parahy ba p roject 400,000 horse 
p ower will have been develop ed by 
this comp any . Authorities estimate 
that 25,000,000 horse 
p ower is 
available for develop ment in the 
Brazilian streams, so while * the 
counfry ’s coal and oil resources 
may be limited, its wonderful 
sources for electrical energy will 
care for the nation’s 
maximum 
p ower demands. 
The Parahy ba Installation will 
fie the largest water p ower devel­ 
op ment In South America, for 160,- 
000 horse p ower will be generated 
and transmitted. 
The five 32,000 
horse p ower turbines will come 
from Switzerland: the gates from 
England; the cement from Sweden 
and the generators and construc­ 
tion machinery from the 
United 
States. 
While Rio de Janeiro and 
Sao 
Paulo have develop ed more than 
half of Brazil’s p resent electrical 
sup p ly , owing to the fact that in 
addition to their heavier traction 
and illumination 
demands 
they 
are large manufacturing centers, 
there are many p ower p lants be­ 
longing to municip alities and com­ 
p anies in every p op ulated p art of 
the country . All of the cities and 
nearly all of the smaller towns, es­ 
p ecially those on the railway s and 
rivers, have installations for elec­ 
tric light and p ow er. Many of the 
larger “fazendas" and p lantations 
have their own electric p lants.

Charity Is Not Vanity 
♦ ----------------

Stuyvesant Fish of New York, who recently died, 
stated In his will that: “Having ob served, and 
always b elieved, that charitab le b equests afford the 
testator a means of gratifying hie vanity at the ex­ 
pense of his heirs, I make none.” 
One does not care to quarrel with a dead man 
and yet It does not seem b est to permit such lan­ 
guage of so prominent a man, made while still liv­ 
ing, to pass unchallenged. 
The language is very 
disagreeab le. 
It does not set well. 
We do not 
know what. Mr. Fish did in the way of charity while 
still living, or whethef, lf he gave anything, it was 
to gratify his vanity, b ut it is hard to b elieve that 
one who could express such a sentiment in his will 
had, while alive, the generous impulse to assist the 
usfortunate, or the joy which comes from yielding 
to that impulse. There is no greater pleasure than 
the joy of service. 
To b e charitab le and sympa­ 
thetic is not to b e vain. 
Men are under moral ob liga‘'on. -within reasonab le 
limits, to make provision fo*, their direct descen­ 
dants. 
They have no ob ligation whatever to col­ 
lateral relatives and, while for the convenience of 
society who present rules of distrib ution are pro­ 
vided b y law% no collateral relative should b e heard 
in opposition to any will. 
When fortunes are 
large the important thing is to assure the b est ad­ 
ministration aftei the death of the creator of the 
fortune, so that it may give permanent employment 
to the greatest numb er. 
There is something in 
Henry Ford’s position in respect to this, b ut to 
segregate some portion for immediate distrib ution 
is not "vanity.” 


MARCH CUSTOMS COLLECTIONS 


Ten years ago the collection of $62,000,000 in 
customs revenues in a single month under the pro­ 
tective tariff policy would have startled Repub licans 
and might have called for an explanation as to 
whether die tariff was too low. 
On March 31. last, 
the b ooks of the treasury department showed that 
we collected $62,172,000 in customs revenues. Thus 
March b reaks all records as a month of customs 
revenue production. 
March collections emphasize the fact that the new 
tariff law is not the prohib itive measure that its 
enemies have accused it of b eing. 
Quite the con­ 
trary. 
Imports are coming in under the Repub lican 
protective measure in greater volume than they did 
under the Democratic law in normal times, a fact 
which might almost justify the contention of some of 
the more ardent protectionists that the new law is 
too low. 
The new law as a revenue producer has upset all 
calculations. While it was under deb ate in the house 
the treasury actuary estimated that it would yield 
$400,000,000 a year. In his annual report the secre­ 
tary of the treasury estimated $450,000,000, since, 
when the estimate has b een steadily increased. 
The 
treasury experts now estimate as high as $540,000,- 
000, and the optimist, multiplying the results of four 
months b y three is justified in raising this estimate 
another $10,000,000. The value of these revenues to 
taxpayers heavily b urdened b y income taxes and sur­ 
taxes can b e appreciated, and the ab ility of the new 
tariff as a revenue producer lends strength to the 
recommendations of the secretary of the treasury that 
internal taxes b e pared down. 
Meanwhile our exports are likewise recording the 
healthy increase of 22 per cent, comparing Octob er, 
1922, to Feb ruary, 1923, with the corresponding per­ 
iod the year b efore, under the Democratic tariff law. 
This effectually disposes of the prediction that we 
could not sell b ecause the new tariff law would pre­ 
vent us from b uying ab road.

Now Ireland is to b e admitted to the league, on 
her own initiative, on equal terms with Canada and 
Australia, and will have a vote in the assemb ly like 
every other memb er, with a voice also in the selec­ 
tion of the British representative in the council. The 
Irish can vote against England in the assemb ly if 
they choose. 
The Irish Free State government has 
decided that the league will help along their freedom, 
instead of interfering with it. 
This application is one of the finest compliments 
the league has received.
